The rejection is therefore 
mooted. 

Claims 1, 3 and 6-8 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Edelstein et al. (U.S. 6,457,234). Claims 1, 3, and 6-8 were canceled without prejudice in fever 
of filing a Continuation Application to further prosecute these claims. The rejection is therefore 
mooted. 

Claims 1 and 6 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagasaka et 
al. (U.S. 5,308,686). Claims 1 and 6 were canceled without prejudice in favor of filing a 
Continuation Application to further prosecute these claims. The rejection is therefore mooted.

Claim 10 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Uzoh, 
Edelstein et al. orNagasaka et al. in view of Lin (U.S. 6,301,121).
